Senate and house conference com- 


mittee members reached a final agree- 
ment Tuesday on the 250-million-<lol- 
lor tax bill, leavfng out new inheri- 
tance taxes. 


The bill agree upon would increase 


the existing estate tax and gift tax 
rates. 


Chairman Harrison of the conference 


committee estimated the taxes would 
bring in an additional 265 million dol- 
lars annually. 


New Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON -(/?)— Republicans 


joined Democrats Monday in the seri- 
ate to pass the Frazier-Lemke farm 
credit bill after brief debate and with- 
out a roll call. 


Senator Borah, Republican, Idaho, 


expressed the view that the measure 
is constitutional. It is designed to re- 
place the five-year farm moratorium

Provide? Moratorium 


The meascure would permit farmers 


threatened with foreclosure and, un- 
able to obtain relief through concilia- 
tion methods to go through bankrupt- 
cy. 


Courts then would permit the farm- 


er to retan possession of his property 
for three years by paying a "reason- 
able" rental. The rental -would defray 
taxes and insurance, and any surplus 
would go to creditors. 


At any time up to three years the 


farmer could regain his property com- 
pletely by the payment of its value 
as fixed by the court appraiser. 


A creditor, dissatisfied with the ap- 


prasial, could demand an auction sale 
at which creditors could bid up to the 
appraisal value or the mortgage value, 
whichever were higher.

Tax Bill Separate 


... Taxes would be provided in a sep- 
arate billf, on which the house ways 
and means committee is holding hear- 
ings. This companion measure would 
levy a tax of four per cent on pay. 
rolls against the railroads and two per 
cent on salaries of employes. 


Chairman O'Connor of the Rules 


committee said that unless the tax 
bill were passed the retirement plan 
would cost, the government $50,000,000 
a year. It does not have to be passed 
at this session, however, because the 
pension law does not become efefctivc 
until next March. A three-man board 
appointed by the president, would ad- 
minister it.
